The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 2, 9-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 2 do not appear possible as written; it appears that the reducing agent of 
claim 3 is needed. Therefore, incorporation of claim 3 into claim 1 appears necessary. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-17, 22-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

4060588. 

Mandelik teaches, especially in col. 2, 6 and 9, reacting Ca salt with S02, treating the 
Ca sulfate with carbon to make CaS, then reacting it with H2S and water and then carbonating. 
This differs from the claims only in not specifying that the H2S is in aqueous solution, however 
this is an obvious expedient to efficiently contact the materials which are in solution. As to claim 
9, using an excess is an obvious expedient to ensure recover of all the alkaline earth metal. As 
to claim 14, the teaching of the Claus Process meets it. As to claim 16, reusing the reagents is 
an obvious expedient for economic efficiency. 

The submitted reference to Suriani is of interest. 
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
